It is supposed that a 
person may be safely entrusted with money, 
though he has not been in the habit of handling 
it. ^ 1 apprehend that this is a false idea, for it 
is just as necessary to have a man experienced 
in the resistance of, temptation as a man 
experienced in plastering walls.” 

Mr James, secretary to tlie Dunedin 
School Committee, found it necessary to obtain 
the opinion of the Attomey-Geueral on certain 
points connected with the election of a com- 
mittee. Mr Stout’s reply explains the position, 
and will be read with interest by those present 
at the meeting of householders held here last 
night: — “The questions put to me are: (1) 
Whether a voter at the election of a school com- 
mittee should state the number of votes he gives 
for each candidate ? and (2) if a voter votes for 
one candidate should his vote be counted as 
seven votes or only one ? I am of opinion that 
as to the first question the reply should be yes, 
and as to the second question, I am of opinion 
that unless the number of votes is placed after 
each nam^ the voter should only count one. 
For example, supposing a voting paper is in this 
form — 

** John Smith” 

—I am of opinion that this should count only 
one vote for John Smith. If the voter desires 
to give John Smith more votes he should add 
the number after his name ; ag, “ John Smith, 
5.” — (Signed) Robert Stout,” 

Respecting the payment of salaries to 
Mayors, the Clutka Leader sensibly remarks : — 
The time is fast approaching when the question 
of giving salaries to Mayors of country Muni- 
cipalities must be considered. The interests of 
many of these boroughs are now large and 
important, and it is necessary that public busi- 
ness be thoroughly and systematically carried 
out. This- the public cannot CKpect will be the 
case unless reasonable remiinemtion bo given for 
the time and trouble involved. Of course there 
have been Mayors and Mayors, as the saying 
is — some who have attended to their duties 
without the slightest remuneration, and some 
who have not, but on the contrary, have 
systematically neglected them. This will con- 
tinue to be the case so long as gratuitous service 
is expected. Sure we are it would be much 
more profitable for the ratepayers to pay for 
labor (lone, and have it clone thoroughly, than 
to run [the risk of having the Mayoral chair 
filled by an honorary gentleman whoso services 
they cannot command, and ■who may assume the 
role of a dummy or an obstructionist, The 
duties of Mayor of any borough are arduous and 
multifarious, and require constant and prompt 
attention, and any who may perform these aright 
deserve something more than thanks, for which 
abuse is often substituted. For substantial 
service there should be substantial pay. The 
principle applies equally to a .Mayor as to a day 
laborer, .. .. .. . ^

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CROMWELL SCHOOL. 

. • ' 

The annual statutory meeting of house- 
holders within the Cromwell school district 
was held last evening, with the object of 
electing a School Committee for the ensuing 
year, ' and receiving report of the retiring 
Committee. The attendance was not large. 

Mr J. A, Preshaw was chosen chairman 
of the meeting. 

After a few preliminary remarks the chair- 
man read the report of retiring cotmnittee, 
and a statement showing the financial state 
of the school. Subjoined is copy of the 

REPORT, 

Cromwell, January 24, 1879. 
The Householders of Cromwell School District. 

Gentlemen, — We have the honor to lay before 
you a report of the proceedings of this Commit- 
tee for the year just ended. When your Com- 
mittee took office iu January, 1878, applications 
had been called for a master for the school, in 
the room of Mr Patterson, resigned, and the 
former Committee, by advertisement, had 
guaranteed a salary of £250 per annum. As 
the new Education Act had just come in force, 
matters were very unsettled, and the Committee 
could obtain no information as to what salary 
would be allowed by the Education Board, 

After much consideration, Mr Thos. Walker 
was appointed master, with a guaranteed salary 
for one year of £250. When the Board fixed 
the scale of salaries under the new Act it was 
found that the average attendance at the Crom- 
well 8(jhool would only entitle the master to 
receive £175 per annum (with extra allowance, 
according to class of certificate). As your Com- 
mittee was committed to a payment of £250, a 
number of householders were waited on, and 
sufficient funds were subscribed to make np the 
balance of salarv. 

Very soon after Mr Walker took charge of 
the school the number of scholars increased con- 
siderahlyi and it was found that more school 
accommodation was necessary and also assis- 
tance in teaching. Application was at once 
made to the Board for the appointment of a 
schoolmistress and also for an addition to the 
school building. At the suggestion of the Com- 
mittee, Mrs Walker was appointed schoolmis- 
tress at a salary of £80 per annum, and a promise 
was given that Cromwell should be placed on 
the list for increased accommodation, A sum 
has since been voted for an addition to the 
present , building. The inspector has made an 
examination, and plans and snecifications have 
been prepared. We were advised that these 
would arrive by to-day’s mail ; they have not 
done so, but probably will by next mail, and we 
are glad to say that one ot the first duties of 
the new committee will he to superintend the 
erection of the addition to the school. When this 
is completed the building will accommodate 
about 150 scholars. 

During the heavy floods in September last, 
the wall of the school ground against Sligo street 
fell, doing damage to the master’s residence. As 
this was partly caused by the raising of Sligo 
street to permanent level, an application was 
made to the Corporation to contribute towards 
the re-building of the wall, and the Council 
liberally voted L20 for that purpose. As the 
masons' work for the school building will soon be 
proceeding, it was thought best to allow the 
wall to stand over until the contract for school 
was let, when possibly spare stone and material 
will be more cheaply procured. 

We have much pleasure in being able to report 
that both Mr and Mrs Walker are giving every 
satisfaction, and the parents express themselves 
well satisfied with the progress made by the 
scholars, and with the manner id which the 
school discipline is carried out. 

The number on the roll has risen from 65 
when Mr Walker took charge to 103, and the 
average attendance from 52 to 7S. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, we think wc have 
reason for congratulation that the school is 
in a better position than it has been for some 
years past, both financially and in having secured 
thoroughly competent and suitable teachers.

Tlie balance-sheet showed the receipts to 
be L63 8s Gd, against expenditure L60 13s 
2d, leaving a balance of L2 15s 4d, Lia- 
bilities were set down at L18 15s, covered 
by cash in hand and uncollected subscrip- 
tions. 

On the motion nf Mr S. N. Brown, 
socoiuled by Mr J. Soh>inon, tlie report and 
balance-sheet as read were ado]>ted, and a 
vote of thanks carried in favor of the retiring 
committee for their able management of 
I affairs during their term of offi.oo; . 



The election of a new ciinimittee was then 
proceeded with, the following gentlemen 
being nominated : — Messrs Preshaw, Solo- 
mon, Marshall, Gudgeon, Colclough, Jolly, 
Brown (S.N.), Wright and Murrell.' On a 
ballot being taken, the seven gentlemen 
first-named were declared duly elected. 

The ch airman intimated that the first 
meeting of the new committee would'be held 
on Friday evening next, 31st instant, and 
the proceedings concluded.

. VINCENT COUNTY COUNCIL. 

'■ ♦ 

The ordinary meeting of the County 
Council was held on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day last at the County offices, Clyde. Present, 
all the members, with exception of Cr Praser, 
Hawea Riding. 

After some amendments, minutes of 
previous meeting were read and confirmed. 

Schedules of inward and outward corres- 
pondence were read, Also schedule of 
salaries paid to county officials throughout 
the Provincial District. 

In answer to questions, the chairman 
explained that on examination it had been 
found the girders and beams of the Kirtle- 
burn (Roaring Meg) Bridge were quite 
rotten, and while in Dunedin he had ordered 
Oregon timber to replace them. 

Mr Pyke informed the Council that since 
last meeting Cr Colclough and himself bad 
visited the Wanaka district with a view to 
arranging for punt services and examine site 
for proposed bridge at Albert Town. Finding 
that Mr MTherson was not disposed to come 
to terms for the Albert Town Punt erection, 
an offer from Russell, Ewing and Co. to do 
the work for £160 had been accepted. The 
punt was guaranteed to cany ten tons, to be 
placed on river within six weeks. He 
thought the work cheap at the money. 

A letter was read from Mr Rees, manager 
of Galloway Station, asking that the Council 
refund him £40 expended on making a road 
passable for station traffic. 

Cr Colclough strongly protested against 
letters of this nature Being received by the 
Council. They were simply petitions, and 
should be formally presented through a 
member of the Council. Why should a letter 
receive immediate consideration, when mem- 
bers were required to give notice if vote of 
money were wanted. Ho should mofe — 
^^That letters addressed to the Chairman 
or any councillor from private individuals 
asking for grants of money be treated as 
personal correspondence, and be not placed 
among the inward correspondence to the 
Council, such letters being proper material 
for members to ground motions upon,’’ — 
Sconded by Cr Greenbank. 

Cr doll^ thought it would be a most im- 
proper thing to encourage individuals to ex- 
pend money as they deemed fit and then ask 
the Council to refund. 

The motion was put and carried on the 
voices, the Chairman expressing his con- 
currence, as it would save a lot of worry and 
bother. 

A letter was read from the secretary to 
the Canterbury Land Fund Committee, ex- 
plaining at length the action taken to recover 
that portion of the Fund withheld by Gov- 
ernment, and the result thereof. Of the 
£226,000 due, £155,000 had been promised 
to be refunded, and it was asked that 
Vincent County pay its proportion of the 
cost the Committee had been put to. — 
Agreed to unanimously. 

The Chairman stated he had taken steps 
necessary to compell Chinese to take out 
miners’ rights. Last year only 100 rights 
were taken out, although there was known 
to be over 600 Chinese in the County. ‘ 

An application was read from Messrs 
Cameron, Murray, Stoddart and others, 
asking £36 11s salvage for saving portion of 
the Clyde bridge. On this the engineer re- 
ported the claim to be excessive, and in 
some items fictitious. He recommended a 
payment of £16, After considerable dis- 
cussion — during which Cr Ginnis advocated 
liberal treatment, as the men had risked 
their lives and been at much trouble — it was 
resolved to adopt the engineer’s report and 
add £10 bonus. 

He boring rods, the Chairman said that 
while in town recently he had received much 
practical aid from Mr Buchanan, of the 
Works Department, and that he (the Chair- 
man) had accepted a tender from Messrs 
Kincaid, McQueen and Co., Dunedin, for 
the supply of rods. Pipes not being obtain- 
able in Dunedin, they had been telegraphed 
for to Sydney and Melbourne. 

' Mr John Perriam, Lowburn, wrote, re- 
questing the Council to cause removal of 
heaps of sand placed on road-side close to 
his house, and which caused gi*eat nuisance, 
or he himself would remove same for £20.— 
The Council declined to accede to the re- 
quest. 

The Chairman said that on recently 
travelling the Wanaka road he found the 
maintenance contracts utterly neglected, and 
had ordered the determination of the con- 
tracts. On© contractor (Ah Que) at once 
remedied things on his section, and was now 
giving satisfaction ; but the other (Hill) had 
had his contract annulled and money 
forfeited. - 

Correspondence with Government re the 
Nevis bridge was read. An offer was made 
to give progress payments from the sum 
voted by Government (£300) as the work 
progressed— a suggestion which was charac- 
terised as absurd,— 'Mr Pyke said he would 
see that the money voted by Parliament was 
forthcoming, 

Cr Colclough desired to know how it was 
that prices tendered for public works were 
published in the Dtnw/aw Times, ' nolwith- 
staiidiug it had been decided these were not 
to be made public. 

The Chairman stated the information had 
been surreptitiously obtained and wrongly 
made us© of. 

Lengthy correspondence was read between 
the Chairman, Government, and Waste 
Lands Board in the matter of reserving 
bridge sites in the County. The results of 
same were satisfactory. 

In the matter of supplying tools, stores, 
&o., only on Order as recently advertised, 
the chairman said, in answer to Cr Green- 
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bank, that the new system was found 
necessary, as hitherto there had been no 
one to vouch for the correctness of t^e re- 
turns, 

The chairman was authorised to arrange 
certain matters of rates in dispute between 
Vincent and Tuapeka Counties. 

The following petitions were then read and 
received 

By Or Naylor : From 30 residents at 
Doctor’s Point, asking that road be put in 
order. 

By Cr Naylor : From residents of Wai 
Keri Keri Valley, asking for sum of L300 to 
be voted to repair road in Valley. 

By Cr Pyke r From John and Emma 
Marsh, asking permission to fence in old 
road leading to Bendigo punt. 

By Cr Colclough ; Prom 266 residents in 
Cromwell district, asking for construction of 
bridge at Dead Man’s Point, and the con- 
struction of road thence past Quartz-reef 
Point to Rocky Point. 

By Or Pyke, in the absence of Cr Fraser : 
—From 20 residents of Lakes Hawea and 
Wanaka, asking for construction of track up 
Lake Hawea. i 

The Engineer’s reports on roads and con- 
tracts were read and received. 

A number of reports from the engineer on 
proposed public works were read. The 
principal were that on re-erection of Clyde 
bridge, at an estimated cost of £6160— the 
bridge to be 12ft higher and 2ft narrower 
than formerly. Regarding the opening of 
traffic with Bendigo and country in that 
direction, Mr M‘George’s report was most 
exhaustive, and evidenced much care and 
calculation. The report embraced four 
schemes. Of these, Nos. 1 and 2 dealt with 
extensions on the present bridge at Rocky 
Point. No, 3 proposed a bridge over the 
Clutha at Dead Man’s Point, and a road 
thence to Rocky Point via Quartz-reef Point, 
No. 4 dealt with road from present County 
offices, Cromwell, along east bank of Clutha, 
Schemes 1 and 2 were computed to cost 
Lll,626 and L16,695 respectively, and were 
not favorably spoken of. Plan No. 3 was 
estimated to cost a total of Lll,860, includ- 
ing bridge (L3,000) and approaches, The 
high level road sketched in plan 4 was put 
down at L10,340. The engineer strongly 
recommended the adoption of the bridge at 
Dead Man’s and lower road to Rocky Point. 

At this stage the Council adjourned till 7 
p.m. On resuming at that hour, 

An offer was read from Mr J. Perriam, 
Lowburn, to put his punt in good working 
order and place same at the free disposal of 
the County provided a man was engaged to 
work same. — ^Resolved that Mr Perriam’s 
offer be accepted. 

Cr Colcbugh then introduced to the Coun- 
cil, by leave, a deputatian appointed by a 
recent public meeting at Bendigo to urge the 
advisability of at once doing something to 
open traffic to that district from Cromwell. 
The gentlemen were Mr Dewar, manager of 
Ardgour Station ; Mr W. Rooney, Bendigo ; 
and Mr J. McDonald, Quartz-reef Point. 

Each of the gentlemen named addressed 
the Council on the matter of establishing 
suitable and permanent means of communi- 
cation between Cromwell and the Bendigo 
and Hawea districts, and strongly urged the 
erection of a bridge at Dead-man’s Point and 
loader road to Rocky Point, in accordance 
with memorial presented to the Council. 

The Cbairman informed the deputation of 
the recommendation of the engineer, and re- 
marked that the Council was fully alive to 
tlie necessity for immediate action. He 
could assure the deputation that as little 
time as possible would be lost in meeting 
the wants of those whom the deputation 
represented. 

Having? thanked the Council for the 
courtesy shown them, the deputation with- 
drew. 

The County Valuer’s report was then 
read, and lists of the value of the respective 
ridings laid on the table. They gave the

As against £48,278 for the previous year. 
The depreciation in value was attributed to 
the fall in price of wool, injuries by floods, 
and .excessive valuation last year in the 
Hawea Riding. — ^The report was adopted, 
and the valuation approved. 

The engineer reported that in ctmsequence 
of the continued height of the Molyneux, 
he had been unable to proceed with the plans 
and specifications of the bridge across the 
Molyneux at Alexandra. 

The Chairman then introduced the subject 
of opening up permanmt cominuniciuif)n 
with Bendigo and country lying beyond, and 
briefly reviewed the various routes reported 
upon by the engineer. 

Or Colclough in a practical and forcible 
address, pointed out the urgent need that 
existed for aff(»rdiiig means of wheeled traffic 
between Bendigo and other parts of the 
County. The people above Cromwell had 
borne very patiently the trouble entailed 
on them by the calamity of the flood in 
rendering useless the Rocky Point bridge, 
hoping that structure might yet be made 
available ; but it would now seem to 
be hoping against hope, and they were 
forced to urge the Council to better 
their condition before winter, else resi- 
dents at Bendigo would be forced to quit 



the locality. V He would move— “ That this 
Council affirms the necessity of building a 
bridge at Dead Man’s Point ; also, , the 
construction of the lower road from the 
bridge to Rocky Point.” — Seconded by Cr 
McGinnis, i 

Cr Jolly also pointed out the absolute 
necessity for speedy action in the direction 
proposed by hia colleague. At present all 
supplies had to be packed, and in winter fuel 
would not bo obtainable. 

Cr Greenbank, while not questioning the 
necessities of the case, yet thought it most 
irregular to vote such an expenditure with- 
out notice. The thing was being done too 
hurriedly. 

The chairman pointed out that the motion 
did not ask for a vote of money, but merely 
affirmed the desirability of executing a 
certain important work. 

After some further discussion, the motion 
was carried on the voices. 

The Council then resolved into Committee 
to consider tenders, and did not rise till 
half-past ten. The report of committee was 
read and adopted in council. It recom- 
mended the f acceptance of the following 
tenders : — 

Contract No. 42, M Sharcoe, forming and 
gravelling 67 chains of road, Cromwell town 
boundary to Johnson’s Gully. 

Contract No, 43, W. Williams, extension 
of street, Ophir. 

Contract No, 47, James Holt, lifting wires 
of Clyde bridge. 

Contracts 46 and 60, Messrs Grant and 
Mackellar, tarring and painting Cromwell 
bridge, and repairs to same. 

Contract 61, Messrs M^Connochie and 
Tohill, part formation and gravelling 67 
chains of road, Bald Hill Plat. 

Contracts 48 and 49, Darby and Edgar, 
Timaru, building suspension bridge over the 
Mamiherikia River, at Blacks ; and ap- 
proaches to same. 

Working Pmita,— Clyde, Wm, Howjohns ; 
Liiidis, George M^Lachlan ; Albert Town, 
Gideon Anderson. 

Tenders for cleansing Clyde streets were 
referred to chairman and engineer. 

^he Council declined to furnish for 
publication the prices of the successful 
tenderers.] 

An adjournment was then made till ten 
o’clock the following morning. 

THURSDAY’S SITTING. 

The Council met in Committee at 10 a.m,, 
and on rising at noon report waa read and 
adopted— That John Holloway’s deposit on 
tender for raising Clyde bridge wires be re- 
turned. That no alteration at present be 
made in the rate of wages pa^'d in the 
County. That £100 be allowed the engineer 
for travelling expenses. That a sum not 
less than £150 be expended in furnishing 
the County offices. 

Cr Colclough protested against the latter 
item being passed, and moved accordingly, 
but found no seconder. 

On the suggestion of Or Jolly, it was 
understood that tenders should be invited 
for the furniture. 

The Treasurer (Cr Jolly) read a statement 
of finances from November 25 to January 20, 
which showed receipts, inclusive of L5.000 
‘ixed deposit, and balance in hand, L7,592 
2s 4d, to be L12,947 Is 2d, against an 
expenditure of L4272 18s lOd, leaving a 
balance at date of L8674 2s 4d. 

L20 petty cash was voted the clerk, and 
accounts amounting to L68 lOs 6d passed for 
payment, after which an adjournment was 
made till 2 p.m. 

On resuming, the ranger’s report on com- 
monages was read and adopted, and the 
recommendation of licenses to T, Johnson 
B. Duhig and D, Hutton to depasture stock 
at Cromwell approved. 

Notices of Motion 

Were then considered and dealt with as 
' follows * 

GOLD DUTY BONUS. 

Bv Onnncil^or Greenbank : That inasmucli as 
the gold duty is acknowledged to be an 
obnoxious tax, and presses hardly and unjustly 
on the principal revenue producers of the 
County, the (k>uncil, to show its sense of the 
injustice of the same, and in part to rcmeilv it, 
do hereljy resolve to give a bonus of one shilling 
per ounce on all gold the produce of Vincent 
County, This resolution to be null and void in 
the event of the General Assembly abolishing or 
reducing the present duty. 

In speaking to the motion, the mover urged 
that the gold duty pressed unjustly on the 
miners, who were called upon to pay taxes out 
of all proportion to other classes. He calculated 
that miners were taxed at the rate of Ij 6 per 
head per annum by the present gold duty, 
besides the ordinary tax on their residences, 
&c, He thought the present a fitting time to 
reduce the imposition, as the floods had thrown 
the mining industry hnek, and averrerl that the 
County system had been no benefit to the 
miners. He considered land-holders did not 
pay in proporfion to their advantages. As to 
ins proposal only benefiting large companies, he 
was aware of but one company in the County 
who emploj^ed labor largely. As to mode of 
pac ing the proposed bniiiis, he was sure the 
chairman could devise one. The loss of revenue 
by the proposal would be some Ij 1400 , aud he 
did not think this should stand in the way of 
doing justice to an important industry. 

Cr M ‘Qinuis, in seconding the motion, thought 
th.at if it were adopted, all the other counties 
would follow suit, and this would act as a 
powerful lever in inducing Parliament to abolish 
the duty altogether. The gold duty was a tax 
on labor, and a monstrous imposition. 

Cr Jolly quoationed whether the County could 
afford to lose the revenue involved in the 
motion, although at the same time he agreed 
that the tax was unfair at the present time. In 
the early days it was different, as the Goldfields 
required special machinery to work them, and 



then riches wore easily obtained. He feared, 
however, the working of Cr Greenbank ’s pro- 
posal would be difficult and complex. How did 
ne suggest it should be done ? 

Or Greenbank thought the bonus should only 
be payable to persons on the roll, and on pro- 
duction of Bank receipt, 

Cr Neylor could not see how to prevent gold 
being brought from other counties., He would 
favor the motion if it could be shown the 
individual miner would benefit, and not com- 
panies. 

Cr Colclough was not in accord with pre- 
vious Speakers. If the duty were abolished, 
then mining property would be taxed, pressing 
more beavify on the miner. He was impreBsed 
that other counties would look upon this as a 
bait to get their gold product. The miners 
were as much, in some instances more, bene- 
fihted by roads and bridges than others, and 
consequently gained by the County^ system. If 
bonus were paid, would companies increase rate 
of miners’ wages accoixlingly ? No. The fact 
was, the miners had never asked of late for 
abolition of the dnty, and he ftbe speaker) did 
not think they bothered themselves about it. 

Cr Pitches would oppose the motion. No 
miners in his district had expressed a desire 
to have the duty removed, and if they had felt 
it a grievance they would have sought a remedy. 
Cr Masters expressed similar views- 

The Chairman said for the past 18 months he 
had not lost an opportunity at every public 
meeting he held to ask the miners if they wished 
the duty remitted, but no decided expression 
h id been given. Tf the gold duty were abolished, 
mining property would undoubtedly be taxed. 

If a reduction was made, the banka would get 
the benefit, not the miners. It had been so 
since Cd was knocked off the duty by the 
Legislature. If the Council wished to reduce 
the duty, let them pass a resolution, and he 
would bring it before Parliament. If the 
present motion hail been to offer 6d bonns he 
might have supported giving the thing a trial 
for six months, by which time its folly would 
have bpcn manifest. 

Cr Greenbank having replied, a division was 
taken — ayes,- Crs Greenbank, Jolly, and 
M ‘Ginnis; noes, Crs Pyke, Pitches, Naylor,, 
Colclough, and Masters, 

AID TO BENEVOLENT INSTITUTION, 

By Councillor Pyke ; That this Council, re- 
cognizing the claims of the Otago Benevolent 
Institution to general support, resolves to 
appropriate the sum of £ per annum, payable 
in half-yearly instalments of equal amount, to- 
wards the maintenance thereof. 

This proposition created a good deal of dis- 
cussion, but ultimately it was resolve'l to give a 
donation of L25. In opposing the motion, Cr 
Colclough suggested that each member donate 
L2 2s, instead of dipping into thepeopl .’s money, 
but this did not meet with acceptance, 

RK-KRKCrriNO CLYDE BRIDGE. 

By Councillor Naylor : That the Engineer be 
requested to prepare plans and specifications for 
the erection of the Clyde bridge, and that 
tenders for the same be called for, to be dealt 
with at the next ordinary meeting. — Seconded 
by O Pitches. 

Cr Naylor having briefly spoken in support of 
his proposition, and pointed out that the Clyde 
bridge was one of those works for the repair of 
which the Government had granted an advance 
to the County, thus giving^ his motion a special 
claim to the Ooimcil's consideration, 

Cr M ‘GinniB followed in strong opposition to 
the proposal. He said Cr Naylor had bronght 
forwarl no argument to show why the Clyde 
bridge should be rebuilt. It was a mistake 
from the first, and he (Cr M ‘Ginnis) did not see 
why it should be perpetuated. There were no 
inducements to go on with the Clyde bridge — it 
opened no country, and was not wanted by the 
travelling public. Its re-erection would be an 
injustic to the whole county, and he should 
strongly oppose it. Neither the bridge nor 
the road would ever divert the t’-affic from its 
natural course, For a number of years to come 
the punt now being provided would be ample for 
all requirements. 

Crs Colclough. Jolly and M.astera also opposed 
the motion, as premature, on the ground that 
there were many works to <lo of much greater 
utility. Cr Jolly tabled an amendment that the 
consideration of the motion be deferred for 12 
months.— This was seconded by Cr M ‘Ginnis, 
and w<is lost on a vote. 

Cr Greenbank proposed as a further amend- 
I ment — That the Clyde bridge be re-erected, at 
a c^st of not more than £3,000 — This also was 
lost, when 

Cr Cololough proposed— That until the 
bridges to which the Council is committed are 
in course of construction, the consideration of re- 
erecting the Clyde bridge stand over,— This 
amendment was carried, Crs Naylor and Pitches 
dissenting, 

PIPECLAY SLUPQE CHANNEL. 

By Councillor Pyke: That a further sam of 
L400 be appropriate! toward the construction 
of Pipeclay kludge Channel, to be expended 
under the direction .and superintendence of the 
County Engineer — Seconded by Cr Masters. 

This motion gave rise to a long and animated 
discussion, in the course of which Crs Pvke and 
Jolly maintained that the Council were, in terms 
of the original resolution, bound in honor to pass 
the vote. Or Colclough opposed the motion, 
chiefly on the ground that the principle of sub- 
sidising mining comjxanies was bad. 

On a division the motion was c,nrried by the 
costing vote of the chairman (Cr Jollv), Cr Pyke 
having vacated to propose the resolution. 
l^EVIS-CROMWELL ROAD. 

By CoiiiicilJor Pyke : That the sum of L30I) 
be appropriated for repairing and improving the 
Cromwell -Nevis rna.l. 

This was seconded by Cr Masters, and carried 
without discussion, 

TIOKR niLL ROADS. 

The standing orders were suspended to allow 
of Cr Greenbank proposing without notice that 
a Rum of £300 be voted for roads between Tiger 
Hill and 8pottis Hundred. — Carried. 

This concluded the hn si ness, and the CouncQ 
ad j- mined. 

By a live at Kumara on the night of 
17 th inst., a considerable amount of property 
was destroyed. The whole of a main street was 
at one time in danger, and was only saved by 
the splendid working of the local fire brigade.

January 26. 

I fear I am monopoHaing too tmioh of your 
apace of late, and would have desiated there* 
from for some weeks to come' at least were it 
not that you expect some particulars of the 
fire which took place here on the night of 
the 20tib instant, and totally deatroyed .an 
unoccupied building, formerly known aa 
Mitchinaon's store and dwelling-house, but 
lately the property of Mrs Keid, of the Sol* 
way Hotel. The premises were insured in 
the National office for ' the sum of L300, 
which will probably cover the loss of the 
building. There was little stock in the 
place at the time except what was owned by 
other parties, who had goods stored therein 
'oMng to the state of the roads since the late 
flood, and were unable to forward them to 
their destination. Perhaps foremost among 
these may be mentioned Mr Perriam, of 
Lowburn, who had a large quantity of flour 
and other goods stored there en route for 
the H?wea. Next may be named Mr John 
M*Rae, late postmaster, who, it is said, had 
a case of boots and shoes stored, as well as 
valuable papers and other property. Messrs 
Grant and MacKellar also had a lot of window 
sashes and doors consumed. Tliere is no 
clue to the origin of the fire, which suddenly 
burst forth with great and iiTesistible fury 
about half-past 10 at night, and the work 
of destruction was speedy, A quantity of 
kerosene and other oils helped to feed the 
flames, which leaped wildly from all parts of 
the building and bid defiance to any efforts 
at extinguishment. Portimately there was 
no wind blowing at the time, otherwise, in 
all probability the whole of the buildings in 
Wakefield would have fallen a prey to the 
devouring element. 

In my last I gave a brief account of a 
public meeting held here re petitioning the 
County Coimcil to open up communication 
between Bendigo and Cn)mwell, The depu* 
tation appointed to wait on the Council have 
been interviewed, and they state that they 
were very favorably received by the Chair- 
man and other members of the Council, and 
the prayer of their memorial acceded to, A 
very favorable impression appears to have 
been made on their minds respecting the 
deliberations of the body politic. I only 
hope that such impression will have no 
cause to be effaced, but that the much- 
needed highway will be commenced with as 
little delay aa possible. 

The CromwTll Co. has just sent down 
another cake of 733ozs 19dwts, the result of 
400 tons of stone. This is proof positive of 
the importance of Bendigo, and speaks 
louder than words can do, asking, Why is 
the place so isolated and almost cut off from, 
all intercourse- with the outer world ? Whilst''' 
speaking of the Cromwell Co.^a mine, I am 
remind^ of the correctness of my predictions 
amcemiug the same from time to time. 
When it was rumored that the company 
would soon be extinct I then wrote in as 
confident language respecting the richness 
of this mine as I do now, and I have reason 
to think that the prophet’s mantle must have 
fallen upon me at the time, otherwise how 
can foretelling future events be accounted 
for. 

The weather has been beautifully fine 
during the past few weeks, and the farmers 
hereabouts are beginning to put in the 
sickle, A few years more will suffice to see 
many families settled on their own land, 
henceforward ceasing to rove to' and fro, 
and they will then find rest for the soles of 
their feet. May their banis be filled with 
plenty, and their presae.s burst forth with 
new wine. 



ARROWTOWN. 



(from our own CORRESPONDENT.) 

J amiary 27. 

The Arrow District Hospital movement 
seems to be attended with unexpected success, 
and the lists that the provisional committee 
has issued are being quickly filled up ; the 
leading men in town have headed with the 
handsome guarantee of £10 per annum for 
five years, and a sura ainounting to nearly 
£100 was collected in Arrowtown alone 
between Wednesday and Saturday last. The 
committee expects to have, by the end of 
four weeks, secured sufficient to commence 
erecting the building. 1 advise them strongly 
to place it near a running stream of water, 
and thus avoid the mistake made by erecting 
the Frankton Hospital so far from the healthy 
element, and without which no hospital can 
be considered worthy of its name. This step 
is the most important one the Arrow people 
have taken for many years, and one of the 
most appreciable ones. There are only 
about three croakers against it, but their 
baneful influence having no effect upon the 
Community, it is believed they are “ caving 
in.” A bazaar, concert and ball on a large 
scale is projected in aid of the general fund, 
and if our ladies only emulate the example 
of the Cromwell ones in this respect, we shall 
soon have the institution in a flourishing 
state. 

The Lakes District is now full of tourists, 
some 40 or 50 of this class of visitors having 
arrived the day after tlie through line was 
opened from Kingston to Christchurch, and 
Queenstown is. hioking imusually lively. 
Everyone is complaining about the bad traffic 
management existing on the lino between 
Dunedin and Kingston, and it is not at all 
an uncommon circumstance for goods to be 
longer in delivery from the capital to tlie 
Lakes than they were prior to the establish- 
ment of railway communication. The last 



consignment arrives invariably before the 
firstr-because why ? they happen to be 
stacked upon the first I However, the mer- 
chants hero are taking action to compel the 
railway employes to stick to their regulations, 
and it is expected they will have to do so 
without any more **red tape” in' the matter. 

The land tax forms' seem somewhat diffi- 
cult for owners and occupiers to fill up, and 
the Act and “printed instructions ” to 
■‘the valuers collide ; the words “ capital 
value” in the Act mean “total value” 
in the form, and things seem generally 
in a .pretty bungle, neither the officials 
nor the public comprehendini^ the exact 
meaning of the technical language therein 
contained. Every man will shortly require a 
lawyer at his elbow to interpret the present 
tortuous and labored English employed by 
Government in framing their statutes, which 
should read as intelligible as ABC, especially 
in such cases as the Land Tax Act, where 
every man, be he scholar or not, is presumed 
to thoroughly understand its provisions. 
The sequel is call “a spade a spade,” Lord 
Brougham said, “use always the same term 
in law for the same thing.” Why not, then, 
give “capital value” the same meaning in 
form No. 2 as in the Act, In the Act it 
means the selling value of land without 
buildings and improvements; in the “form” 
it means exactly the reverse, viz., the selling 
value of land with all its improvements, 
hence the jumble. Who is to blame if faulty 
returns are sent in by owners ? 

The new steamer “ Mountaineer” will be 
launched by the W. S. Navagation Company 
on Saturday, 8th February, and a general 
holiday and free trips to Kingston will be 
arranged for. 

The reefs are looking better than ever, 
and the returns are expected to be excellent. 
Great confidence is placed in the future of 
Macetown, and when thoroughly skilled 
labor is generally employed, and low levels 
adhered to in opening out the mines, there 
will be years of reinimerative work in this 
district ; but it necessarily follows that to 
follow out the above system a large outlay 
of capital must be resorted to before any 
permanent profit can be expected. This 
system will have to be brought into force- 
sooner or later ; and the sooner the better. 

I hear the gross amount of Mr Healey’s 
concert, given on Boxing-night, in aid of the 
Athen^um new reading room fund, realised 
about L22. 



PROVINCIAL AND COLONIAL. 



Tenders are invited for the construction of 
the Melbourne Exhibition buildings. 

The total failure of the Melbourne New 
Guinea expedition is reported. The party 
were prostrated by fever. Four died. 

Mr H. T. Cox, assistant geologist at 
Wellington, visits Tuapeka to report on the 
best means to test the auriferous cement 
deposits in that district. 

Duncan McAllister, a blacksmith in South 
Canterbury, was last week mulcted in £9 for 
causing the death of a hi»rse by beating it 
over the head with a heavy stick. 

By an extra payment of 2s urgent tele- 
graphic money-orders can now be sent. 
They take precedence of all ordinary work, 
and are dealt with in precisely the same 
manner as ordinary “ urgenta.” 

From Melbourne, under date 22nd inst,, 
comes information that there is renewed 
activity on the part of the police against the 
Kellys.^ It is believed that abbetors have 
turned informants, and definite results are 
expected. 

The Evening Star speaks of Mr DeLatour, 
M.H.R. for Mem Ht Ida, as a political ignis 
fatmiSf and thinks his proper course would 
be to resign from a district with which he 
has “ceased to have any possible form of 
connection.” 

At Wellington, the other day. Archdeacon 
Thorpe preached a sensational sermon, 
charging the Banks with leading their officers 
to embezzle^ funds by paying wholly insuf- 
ficient salaries, and expecting them Vt keep 
up a good position. He also hit hard at 
opponents of the drapers’ early closing 
movement, and exhorted the public to take 
the matter up, and compel tradesmen to do 
justice to employes. He asserted the ques- 
tion was quite in the bauds of the customers 
of the drapers.^ The banks here are in the 
habit of making their clerks work many 
hours after closing, and the Archdeacon 
exhorted the public t<> do away with this 
crying injustice. He said young men when 
overworked took to stimulants to revive their 
drooping spirits, and afterwards became 
habitual drunkards. 

A very feasible explanation of the report 
that in New Guinea there existed a race of 
men possessing tails is given in a recent num- 
ber of the Brigham Courier, Referring to 
the discoveries made by Mr Goldie, the 
naturalist, the Courier says The custom 
of a tribe with whom Mr Gf>ldie’s party came 
in cfmtact suggested to them tlie probable 
origin of the rumors that have been always 
current of a race of tailed men in some 
remote corner of the globe. These natives 
wear artificial tails of such cunning cnnstrnc- 
tinn as to entirely mislead a casual observer. 
They are entirely naked, except for caudal 
ornament, which is a plait of grass fastened 
r(mnd their loins by a fine string, and 
depending behind to about lialf-way down 
their legs. Possibly the missing link that 
has so baffled Darwin has only lately become 
extinct in New Guinea, and these 
descendants, ashamed of tlioir degeneracy, 
keep up the tradition of a noble ancestry by 
simulating their distinguished characteristic, 



OPENING OP THE CHRIST- 
CHURCH ^INVERCARGILL 
RAILWAY. 



This important event in the history of the 
colony took place on Wednesday last, and 
but for a serious mishap occurring to Mr 
Conyers, Commissioner of Railways, would 
have passed off in the most satisfactory 
manner. The special correspondent of the 
Star furnishes the following particulars of 
the affair : — 

Everything had gone merry aa a mf^rriage 
bell, the weather being delightful and the com- 
pany in high gleee, till the curve on onteriug 
East Mataura was reached, when the sharp, 
shrill shrieks denoted that something had gone 
wrong. The cry of “ A man off the train ” was 
passed along, and all on board were horrified 
to learn that the victim, of the accident was 
Mr Commissioner Conyers. The train was 
stopped with all promptness, and hundreds of 
people ran along the line to where the unfortu- 
nate gentlemanj lay, about 50yds from & water* 
tank placed on a pile of sleepers, it appears 
that Mr Con vers had been riding on the front 
engine, and a few minutes before was conversing 
with the driver, who suddenly turned round, 
missed him, and gave the alarm. The explana- 
tion of the accident is supplied by a woman, the- 
occupant of a cottage near the water-tank in 
question. She states that she was watching the 
approaching train, and saw a person who was 
leaning forward from the engine coming into 
contact with the side of the sleepers which sup- 
port the tank and fall off very shortly afterwar, Is. 
tie must have been either endeavoring to speak 
to aonieone on the first carriage or was looking 
back at the sharp curve the train had just passed 
over when he was struck.^ The latter is the more 
feasible suggestion, and it is generally received. 
Fortunately, there w.aa plenty of medical 
assistance at hand, and the services of Professor 
M ‘Gregor and Drs Murphy (of Dunedin) and J, 
Gibaon Smith (of theClutha) were requisitioned. 
By thuir orders Mr Uonyera was, as soon as 
possible, placed in the neireat van and the train 
moved slowlv into Gore, The wound, which is 
a very severe one on the right temple, and from 
which blood flowed freely, was sewn up by Dr 
Murphy, assisted by Dr Smith. Mr Conyers 
remaining unconscious, the medical gentlemen 
advised bis removal from the train, which war 
done, he being conveyed to the nearest hotel 
and t)r Smith volunteering to remain by him. 
It is needless to stiite that the accident cast a 
great gloom over the whole party. Scarcely 
half an hour previously Mr John Ollivier had 
made a tour of the train, and collected a goodly 
sum— for the donations came freely — for the 
purchrise of some articles of jewellery for 
Messrs Conyers and Grant as souvenirs of 
the trip, and the articles were to be pre- 
sented at the banquet. Over an hour’s 
delay was occasione 1 at Gore, and other 
stoppages not reckoned on had to be mafie, 
80 that it was 6 20 p.m., when the train drew 
up at the Invercargill station, where a great 
crowd had collecte-l, by whom the visitors were 
received with vigorous cheering. The station 
building inside and out was nicely decorated and 
festooned. The artillery tired a s-alute, and their 
fine band played some inspiring aii*s, and amidst 
the renewed cheering of the bystanders the 
fortnal reception was ended. The town was 
en/ete, high holiday having been kept during the 
afternoon, and bunting was lavishly displayed 
by the principal business places. Headed by 
the Invercargill band the visitors were escorted 
to their quarters ; but the short time at their 
disposal did not enable them to obtain a view of 
the town or of the illuminations, which were 
pretty general and hatl a nice effect. The 
electric Tight was exhibited from the Athenjeum 
buildings. The banquet was held in the new 
theatre at Sloan’s buildings Dee-street. Between 
150 and ISO persons sat down, the circle being 
filled with ladies, while the Invercargill band 
occupied the stage. It was a complete success, 
only marred by the accident to M r Conyers, 



The Sydney Exhihition. 

Considerable interest is naturally felt with 
regard to the intended International Ex- 
hibition building at Sydney. Though not 
derived from an official source, the Sydneij 
Mommg Herald says that the structure will 
be one that is likely to prove at once useful 
and ornamental. The Colonial Architect’s 
idea is to have it diagonally across the 
highest portion of the Inner Domain, with 
the central front immediately facing the 
Governor Bourke statue. The design of the 
building, in a general sense, will be after the 
fashion of a cross, with a large central dome 
and lantern roof. The main avenues will be 
after the form of a cn)3s, and from them 
sides compartments will branch out, the plan 
being that those compartments shall not 
exceed 25ft., and may be extended just as 
they are required, and with due relation to 
the central feature. Advantage will be 
taken of the site to make the main building 
on the level of the highest portion of the 
domain, and to construct a basement story 
on the ground floor, so that facing the harbor 
there will bo two stories, and facing the 
Bourke statue only one. The basement 
floor, which will be entered as well from the 
outside as by steps leading from the main 
floor, will be admirably suited for machinery 
in motion, &c. Besides the main tower, 
there are proposed to be smaller towers at 
difterent places about the structure, wliicli 
will give it from the Jiarbor and every part 
off Sydney quite a picturesque appearance. 
Tlifire will be galleries around tlie main 
building, and so the entire floor space will 
be made up to six acres and a half. Mr 
Jfiliii Young’s ideas liave been, to .some 
extent, embodied in the design, chiefly in 
that tliere is a central feature from which 
the bays, or 25ft. cunipartmenta, branch off. 
His suggestion that the light should be got 
from the south and south-east, so as to 
prevent shadow, is also to be adopted. The 
material to be used in the building has not 
been settled, but it is probable it will be 
iron. 



CUSTOM-HOUSE TROUBLES. 

— ♦ 

We think it is J^r Pyke who detests the 
very name of Custmna ai;d Custom ‘houses, 
and who has styled this form of taxation an 
invention of the Evil One. There is a 
gentleman at Hawkee Bay who now holds 
similar views, and if the tnaibles he recounts 
in a Napier newspaper are only half true, 
there are many who will syinpatliiso with the 
member for Dunstan in his demmeiation of 
Customs duties, and the red-tape with which 
they are bound up, Thia is how the un- 
fortunate victim tells his sorrows to tho 
world : — 

Some time ago a friend of mine in England 
was kind enough to send me a present by 
the Suez mail, and T was foolish enough to 
accept it, as may be seeu from the following 
description of my harrowing troubles to 
obtain possession of the package, troubles of 
such a nature that should I meet with tho 
same in all my transactions in proportion to 
their magnitude, would soon bring my gray 
hairs with sorrow to the grave. 

On receiving the letter by the post from, 
my friend, informing me that he had sent the 
present by the same mail from England, I 
hurried down to town (as 1 live at some dis- 
tance) to receive the package, I found that 
it had not come, but might by the next 
steamer from Melbourne, and would then be 
transhipped at Wellington for Napier, so I 
returned disconsolate, and sat like patience 
on a monument smiling at grief. The next 
item on my programme was to send word to 
a gentleman I knew at the port to look out 
for the case on my account, and send it up 
to me with a note of any charges incun'ed. 
Two weeks afterwards 1 received notice from 
him that the case had arrived, but the 
Customs authorities wmuld not let it go with- 
out I presented myself at the. Spit and 
declared to the contents. Once more I 
journeyed to the port, and being too late for 
“ Custom’s hours,” I repaired to the Spit 
next morning, and was directed to a neat- 
looking building after the Gothic style of 
architecture, where I would would be able 
to meet the “authorities” sitting at the 
receipt of Customs. J went into a door 
w'here I saw some others going, and 
after waiting for my turn spoke to a very 
affable young gentleman, who W'ore an official 
looking billy-cock hat. I was in curt but 
courteous terms directed to the next door, 
where T was accosted bv the second gentle- 
man, whose clothes had burst out: in to a rash 
of the brass button order. In flattering ac- 
cents I said, “Listen to the sorrows nf a poor 
old man whose trembling footsteps have led 
him to your door.” He said, “ What-yer* 
want ? ” I said, “ ] have come to make my 
solemn affidavit concerning some goods.” 
He replied “ Collector,” .and firmly yet 
sternly pointed to the inner door. 1 timidly 
knocked thereat, and was told to come in, 
where I saw a benignant-looking gentleman 
in a white waistcoat, adorned with the 
universal brass button, and again I asked 
for my box, whereupon the third gentleman, 
w'ho, for want of a better weapon, was armed 
with a heavy volume of the Acts of the 
Assembly, turned it open and showed me the 
fearful oath 1 was to take concerning the 
nature of the goods sent to me. He told 
me 1 had b'dter get an agent to pass the 
necessary entry. I rushed to my friend ; 
he wrote the entiy. T returned. I saw tho 
collector, but I did not conquer. 1 swore 
there was nothing dutiable beyond what I 
had stated was in the case ; I swore that there 
were no playing cards ; I swore that there 
waa no ammunition, tobacco, opium, or any- 
thing of such a destructive nature, and waa 
allowed to depart, being then directed to pay 
the few shillings duty necessary to the affable 
gentleman in the billy-cock hat behind the 
tattered green curtain in tho next room. 
Judge my dismay when, on entering the 
office, being told that it was the last day of 
the month. 1 said in a voice choked with 
sobs, “ What happens now.” Again tho 
stern voice of the Government official rolled 
nut, and said, “We only take duty on this 
day up tt) noon, and it is now one and a 
quarter minutes past 12.” I was led from 
the office in a senseless condition to my house, 
and the following day in the afternoon, when 
I had recovered a little went down again to 
the Custom House, and havin^i re-written 
my set of entries, because tl)e date was 
wrong, and re- declared before the Collector, 
joy of joys, J passed my entry, I was 
directed to a gentleman with rash of brass 
buttons Oil tho coat in the other office, who 
would give me my case. He told me 1 must 
get the Wharfinger, who had the keys of the 
sited. After some time, T found that official, 
who made me pay a shilling wharfage, and 
then said I must get an order from the 
steamboat agent. Tsucceeded in bailing the 
agent up, but in the meautiine the 
Wharfinger had dodged me, and was nf»t to 
be found ; and as I did not want to lose tho 
train, I again asked a friend to do the need- 
ful for me. A day or so afterwards 1 received 
a note from him saying that my case had 
been cai'ried past the port in mistake ; it is 
believed that the Rotorua has taken it to 
Syclnev, or that she might have put it into 
tho ZeaUiidici, mail steamer, cn ro7t^e to 
England. I expect to go to a funeral shortly, 
and I shnll be in the first carriage.

time on every complete £1 deposited, provided 
that no interest be allowed on more than £500. 

2. Depositors in the Post-office Savings 
Bnnks have direct Government security for the 
prompt repayment of their money, 

3. A Depositor in any one of the Post-office 
Banks may continue his deposit in any other of 
such Banks, and can withdraw his money at 
that Post-office Bank which is most convenient 
to him. 

4. The 8tricte?^t secrecy is observed with 
respect to the Names of the Depositors in 
Post-office Banks, aud the amounts of their 
deposits. 

5. Money may he deposited by or on behalf 
of minors. Depositors over seven years of age 
are treated as persons of full age, but minors 
under seven years of age cannot withdraw their 
deposits until they have reached the age of 
seven. 

6. Applications to the Chief Offices in each 
Province on the business of Post-office Savings 
Banks, and the replies sent thereto are free fjom 
charge or postage.
